containing 134 half-pound sticks oi 
dynamite will» which they believ e he 
had planned to wreck 
the

buildings of 
New York and 
other 


cities. 


Lea|R'd to Death. 
Holt committed suicide during the 
night, after an unsuccessful attempt 
on his life the night before. He leap­ 
ed from the top of his cell door while 
his keeper’s back was turned 
last 
night, and the autopsy rev ealed that 
death was due to a fracture of 
the 
skull and cerebral hem orrhage which 
followed the fracture. 


Suicide followed closely the discov ­ 
ery of ev idence tending to prov e that 
Holt was Enrich Muenter, a former 
Harv ard professor, who was accused 
of poisoning his wife in 1906. 


Dy namite On Steamer. 
It is reported that Holt told a de­ 
tectiv e he had put fifty pounds of. dy­ 
namite on a v essel which 
has since 
left New Y’ork. In a letter alleged to 
hav e been written 
to his wife it 
is 
said that Holt asserted tha t either the 
Saxonia or the Pennsylv ania would be 
destroyed on July 1. The only Penn­ 
sylv ania 
in port is a G erm an liner 
which has been tied up since the be­ 
ginning of the war. 


Try to Ijocate Dy namite.

She will not steer

call. 
Howev er, tin* Cunard company 
is not alarmed 'because no reply has 
been receiv ed from the Saxonia, as 
she may be out of the wireless range. 


I nexploded Bombs
